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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for 

the  Area . 

There  is  no  alteration  in  the  general  arrangements. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Author ity:- 

(a)  A whole  time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  also  acts  for  other 
Author it ies . 

(b)  A whole  time  Sanitary  Inspector.  Mr.  B.  Stock  of  Clare,  who  has 
held  this  appointment  since  the  1st  of  January  1920,  retired 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr • H. A. Smith 
formerly  Surveyor  to  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District.  Mr.  Smith 
is  an  Associate  Member  of  the  Institution  of  Sanitary  Engineers, 

an  Associate  Member  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute,  and  a Member 
of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  and  Hygiene.  Mr.  Smith's 
duties  will  include  those  of  Engineer,  Surveyor,  and  Sanitary 
Inspector.  In  view  of  the  increased  amount  of  work  in  connection 
with  Rural  Housing  and  other  matters  the  Council  propose  to  appoint 
a second  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector.  An  office  and  clerical 
assistance  has  been  provided  for  Mr.  Smith. 

Hospitals 

There  are  no  hospitals  in  the  district.  Patients  requiring  hospital 
treatment  either  attend  Addenbrookes  Hospital,  Cambridge,  or  the  West 
Suffolk  General  Hospital  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  The  Newmarket  Rural 
District,  Cambs.,  have  a well  equipped  Isolation  Hospital  at  Exning 
near  Newmarket  and  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  accepted  there  at  a 
charge  of  £2.  12.6d.  weekly  plus  the  cost  of  removal  by  motor  ambulance. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area . 


Water  supply 

The  three  waterworks  owned  by  the  District  Council  are  situated  in 
the  parishes  of  Clare,  Hundon,  and  Withersfield,  and  provide  these 
parishes  with  a piped  supply  of  water 0 In  addition  the  Hundon  water- 
works supplies  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  Stradishall * 

In  each  case  the  water  is  obtained  from  boreholes  sunk  through  the 
boulder  clay  into  the  chalk.  At  Clare  there  are  two  such  boreholes, 

250  and  291  feet  deep  respectively:  at  Hundon  there  is  one  350  feet 
deep,  and  that  at  Withersfield  is  257  feet  in  depth.  The  water  thus 
obtained  is  of  good  quality  presenting  the  usual  characteristics  of 
water  obtained  from  chalk  sources,  but  a precipitate  of  oxycarbonate  of 
iron  is  produced  on  exposure  to  airf  At  Clare  and  Hundon  this  is  removed 
by  aeration  and  filtration.  The  Withersfield  waterworks,  however,  were 
not  completed  until  1939  and  no  arrangements  had  been  made  for  dealing 
with  this  contingency. 

At  Withersfield  11  houses  beyond  the  reach  of  the  local  mains  are 
supplied  by  an  extension  of  the  main  from  the  adjoining  Urban  District 
of  Haverhill:  a similar  extension  from  Haverhill  also  supplies  17 
cottages  in  the  village  of  Little  Wratting. 

It  is  estimated  that  out  of  the  total  number  of  houses  at  Clare, 
Hundon,  and  Withers field,  situated  within  the  supply  area  approximately 
25$  have  water  laid  on  into  the  houses  and  75$  depend  upon  standpipes 
placed  at  varying  distances  from  the  properties,, 

Approximately  90  houses  at  Stoke  by  Clare  have  a piped  supply  from 
waterworks  in  the  ownership  of  Stoke  College  Estate.  The  water  is  ob- 
tained from  a 137  feet  deep  borehole  and  passed  to  a reservoir  of 
50,000  gallons  capacity  by  means  of  a windmill  pump. 

All  the  supplies  referred  to  above  have  been  well  maintained  during 
the  year,  also  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  indicate  that 
the  water  supplied  from  the  different  waterworks  is  of  a high  standard 

of  purity. 

The  situation  in  other  parishes  dependent  upon  public  and  private 
wells  has  again  caused  anxiety  due  to  the  continued  failure  of  these 
sources  of  supply  and  was  dealt  with,  on  a temporary  basis,  by  the 
distribution  of  some  60  500  gallon  tanks  at  appropriate  points.  These 

tanks  are  filled  with  water  carted  from  the  Hundon  Waterworks. 

In  the  meantime  the  scheme  prepared  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engin- 
eers for  the  supply  of  the  whole  area  with  a piped  supply  of  water  has 
been  submitted  to  the  appropriate  authorities  and  it  is  hoped  that,  in 
view  of  the  urgency,  negotiations  will  not  be  unduly  prolonged. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage :- 

There  is  no  system  of  sewerage  and  sewage  purification  in  operation 
in  any  part  of  the  district.  At  Clare,  where  there  is  a piped  water 
supply,  untreated  sewage  is  discharged  directly  into  the  river  Stour 
and  most  of  the  existing  sewers  appear  to  have  been  originally  intended 
for  dealing  with  surface  water  only.  This  matter  is  a very  old  stand- 
ing one  and,  prior  to  the  war,  received  a good  deal  of  attention  from 
the  District  Council.  Immediate  action,  however,  was  deferred  owing  to 
the  high  oost  of  an  adequate  scheme.  Incidentally  Clare  is  the  largest 
parish  in  the  area  (pop.  about  1,300  persons).  The  next  largest  is 
Wickhambrook  (pop,  about  800). 

In  view  of  the  Council's  proposals  for  the  provision  of  a piped 
water  supply  throughout  the  district  the  question  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  is  likely  to  assume  a more  important  aspect  than  has 
been  the  case  in  the  past. 


Once  a piped  supply  is  established  there  will,  inevitably,  be  a demand 
for  more  of  those  facilities  that  are  considered  a necessity  in  Urban 
areas,  i.e.  adequate  washing  facilities,  sinks,  water  closets,  etc.. 

The  time  would  seem  opportune,  therefore,  for  this  matter  to  receive 
attention  as  water  and  sewerage  schemes  are  complementary. 

Rivers  and  Streams?- 

The  streams  drain  the  higher  boulder  clay  area  into  the  valley  of 
the  river  Stour  which  runs  through  the  district  from  North  to  South  and 
then  turning  Eastwards  forms  its  Southern  boundary.  The  parishes 
situated  along  the  course  of  the  river  are  Great  and  Little  Bradley, 
Little  Thurlow,  Great  Thurlow,  Great  Wratting,  Kedington,  Wixoe,  Stoke 
by  Clare,  Clare  and  Cavendish.  The  total  population  of  these  parishes 
is  about  4,000  persons  and  the  river  receives  a certain  amount  of 
pollution  from  all  of  them  but  the  greatest  nuisance  is  at  Clare. 

Closet  Accommodation: - 

In  1938  it  was  estimated  that  the  approximate  numbers  of  the

The  position  has  not  materially  altered  since  then  and,  no  doubt,  will 
receive  consideration  in  connection  with  the  post  war  water  ahd  sewerag 

schemes . 

Public  Cleansing; - 

Refuse  collections,  organised  by  the  respective  Parish  Councils,  are 
carried  out  by  contract  at  Clare,  Hundon,  and  Cavendish.  The  refuse 
is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

In  practically  every  Annual  Report  I have  referred  to  this  matter  and 
advised  the  adoption  of  an  organised  scheme.  It  would  seem  that  the 
time  is  now  approaching  when  some  definite  action  might  be  taken  and 
consideration  given  to  the  relative  merits  of  parochial  schemes  and 
a central  scheme  administered  by  the  District;  designed  to  cover  the 
whole  area-  (ou^cOG.

Tn  70ar  the  Hobhouse  Report  on  Rural  Housing  was  received, 

in  the  report  it  is  recommended  that  Rural  District  Councils  should 
undertahe  a comprehensive  survey  of  all  working  class  dwellings  in  their 
areas  and  that  this  survey  ought  to  be  completed  within  a period  of  12 
months  from  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe.  Until  this  survey 
is  undertaken,  and  the  results  known,  it  is  Impossible  to  give  any 
i.i.gures  relative  to  overcrowding,  or  as  to  the  number  of  houses  that 
require  repair,  that  are  suitable  for  re-conditioning,  or  are  beyond 
repair  and  need  demolition.  y 


Post  War  Housing  Programme 

The  District  Council  is  endeavouring  to  provide  84  permanent  houses 
m the  first  and  second  years  after  the  war  on  19  sites,  chiefly  to  be 
purchased,  as  the  area  of  land  owned  by  the  Council  at  present  will  not 
accommodate  more  than  27  houses.  The  long  term  programme  will,  it  is 
hoped, . allow  for  the  building  of  a further  250  houses.  The  Council  has 

^if°TS1,Ven^Ser^US-,thoUsht  t0  the  question  of  temporary  dwellings,  but 
one  -Lack  of  suitable  services  would  appear  to  render  such  a scheme 
impracticable .

Meat  and  other  foods: - 

There  are  ten  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  used  for 
occasional  private  slaughter ing  only.  A central  slaughterhouse  in  an 
adjoining  area  is  in  use  and  meat  distributed  therefrom  to  the  various 
butchers.  There  are  also  two  knacker's  yards  in  the  arsa.  All  these 
premises  are  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

Unsound  food : - The  following  amounts  of  food  stuffs  unfit  for  human 
consumption  have  been  dealt  with  - bacon  15*  pounds,  pork  10x  pounds, 
tinned  foods  3,217  pounds.  '

Fried  Fish  Shops;-  There  is  one  shop  situated  at  Clare.  The  trade 
is  carried  on  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  under  suitable  conditions. 

Bakehouses ; - The  number  remains  the  same,  viz,  14.  There  are  no 
fresh  circumstances  to  report. 

Prevalence  and  Control  over 
Infectious  & other  Diseases. 


Thirty  two  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received  during 
the  year  including  7 of  infective  jaundice.  Regulations  making  in- 
fective jaundice  notifiable  came  into  operation  in  December  1943. 
Measles  and  whooping  cough  became  notifiable  in  1939.  In  addition, 
however,  there  were  18  notifications  of  infectious  disease  amongst 
non-civilians.  The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  last  six  years  as  compared  with  the  present  year 
(Civilian  cases  only)  is  indicated  in  the  following  table.

are  comparatively  low. 

Dtphheria  immunisation:-  The  arrangements  are  the  same  as  indicated 
in  my  report  for  the  year  1942.  At  the  end  of  1944  it  was  estimated 
that  Q3%  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  and  87 jo  of  children  be- 
tween the  ages  of  5 and  15  had  been  fully  protected# 

Diptheria  antitoxin  is  always  supplied  free  of  charge  to  Medical 
Practitioners . 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Tennis  Court  Road,  Cambridge. 

Scabies*-  Cases  of  scabies  are  treated  at  the  cleansing  centre 
situated  in  adjoining  Urban  District  of  Haverhill.  Benzyl  benzoate 
is  used  and  the  treatment  appears  to  be  quite  effective. 

There  has  been  no  particular  incidence  of  the  non-notif iable  diseases.
